The Times’ military expert, writing of the 
situation on the Tugela River and the future 
of the war, says: 

For the moment all depends upon the re- 
suit of the operations in Natal, which must 
shortly declare itself. Until the issue north 
of the Tugela is decided it will be impossible 
fof Lord Roberts to gauge the future re- 
quirements and estimate the strength of fur- 
ther reinforcements which may have to be 
provided. 

The reorganization of the large forces al- 
ready in south Africa is a most pressing 
need, and if, as we now hope, the incubus 
treated by the necessities of the garrison at 
Ladysmith is about to be removed the orig- 
inal plan of campaign—unfortunately aban- 
doned—will doubtless be resumed. 

The advance. of 40,000 men into the heart 
@f the Orange Free State will change the 
Whole aspect of the war, but many rear- 
fangements and much careful preparation 
must first be made, and fresh demands upon 
dur patience are inevitable.

Boers Reinforced at Mafeking. 

MAFEKING, Jan. 3, via Runner to Mo- 
chudi (Thursday)—The enemy received a 
New Year’s gift from Pretoria in the shape 
of a new gun and three wagonloads of am- 
munition. The bombardment has conse- 
quently continued more vigorously since. 
The new gun fires shells charged with a 
chemical liquid which ignites upon con- 


tact with the air. This weapon has, how- 


ever, effected no damage with the excep- 


tion of a few minor fires in the gardens in 
Mafeking.

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COUNT HAS PATLED 


PARIS JOURNALS REITERATE CAS. 
TELLANE STORY. 


Says He Filed for America Under As- 
sumed Name and That His House- 
hold Goods Are in Sheriff's Hands— 
His Father, the Marquis, Denies 
Report Absolutely—Matin Blames 
the Countess — George Gould Says 
He Knows Nothing.

PARIS. Jan. 18.—The sensation in Paris 
society today was the alléged posting of 
Count Boni de Castellane on the bourse and 
the report of his being accused of being a 
defaulter for large amoynts, estimated at 
from 3,000,000 to 20,000,000 francs. It is said. 
that Castellane has been speculating heavily 
for some time and spending his money prod- 


igally. 

Denied by Count’s Father. 
The Marquis de Castellane, his father, em- 
phatically denies that his son has been posted 
on the bourse, and has written to the Matin 
the following lettef: 
Tour good faith has been abused. My 
son, Count Boni, never indulged in any 
bourse speculations, and consequently can- 
not have been proceeded against. If he 
were in Paris he himself would dispose of 
thjs invention. In his absence his father 
begs you to repair the involuntary wrong you 
have done him.“ 
Bourse men are reticent, but such reliable 
papers as the Temps, the Figaro, and the 
Matin assert that the report is a fact, and 
attribute the flurry in industrial stocks yes- 
terday and today to the fact that Castellane 
had not liquidated his debts. em 


Say Seizure Is Made. 

The papers assert that it is registered as 
an official act on the records that the seizure 
of the Castellane furniture and personal 
effects at the palace in the Avenue du Bois 
has been made by Huissiers of the French 
Sheriffs, and say the sudden departure of 
Castellane and his wife for America was 
made under an assumed name. 

Some of their intimate friends are quoted 
as saying that the assumption of a false 
name was supposed to have been adopted 
in Paris in order to throw creditors off the 
track. 

Prominent dressmakers declare today that 
the Countess de Castellane has not paid her 
dressmaking bills for four years, and that 
the expenses of the palace in the Avenue 
du Bois are unpaid. n 


Look to Goulds to Pay. 

The Matin says that the Count the 
Gould brothers to make good his debts, and 
that it is asserted that immense sums have 
been given to the Nationalist cause. 

| The Matin blames the Countess for her 
husband's extravagance, and says she 
wanted a palace because the Vanderbilts 
had one, and so Castellane has. tried to be 
the Duke of Marlborough of France. 

Marquis Talks of ¥ 
ASSOCIATED PRESS} 
PARIS, Jan. 18.—The Matin's assertions 
were the leading topic of conyvérsation at the 
clubs and other social meeting places 
throughout the day, The evening papers 
reproduced the story, although ‘without in 
any way guarantéeing its agcuracy. 
The Count's father guve à fresh turn to 
the ‘affair by’ writing a letter to the editor 
of Figaro, Fernand Derodays, | intimating 
that he must be prepared to fight a duel 
with the Count on the latter’s return, or 
even with the Marquis himself. Inthe course 
of the communication, after denduncing the 
statement of the Figaro as canaillerio,” 
the Marquis says: 
“If my son were not on the sea for New 
York he would undertake to demonstrate to 
you the emptiness of this tittle-tattle, and 
would request from you reparation on 
grounds he would choose. In his absence I 
take his place. Your scandalous insinua- 
tion is a mere political trick, which others 
would describe as Dreyfusard.“ 


View of Castellane Organ. 
The Solr, which was previously owned by 
the Castellanes, and which is a strong na- 
tlonalist organ, bitterly opposed to the Fig- 
aro, which championed ‘Dreyfus, after speak- 
ing in fulsome terms of the Count's charac- 
ter as a man and a patriot, says: 

It is not difficult to ses the origin and mo- 
tives of M. Derodays’ maneuver. It is 
wished to injure him who drove Joseph 
Reinach from his seat in Parliament. This 
is a vile political vengeance which all good 
men will denounce.”’ 

Inquiries made at the best sources of in- 
- formation,,which, however, are not willing 
to be quoted, indicate that Count de Castel- 
lane was involved in speculation in anticipa- 
tion of a rise in stocks on account of the 
expected easy British victory in the Trans- 
vaal, and the British,reverses caused such 
a depression that it was im ble for him 
to meet his losses with ready money. 

The speculations are understood to have 
been through private sources, and therefore 
it is difficult to secure absolute confirmation 
of the reports. The matter probably will be 


settled privately. 


George Gould Knows Nothing. 

New York, Jan. 18.—[Special.]—George 
Gould, brother-in-law of Count Castellane, 
declined to see newspaper callers at his 
office in the Western Union Telegraph Build- 
ing. Through a representative he sent 
word that he knew nothing beyond what he 
had seen in the newspapers about the al-

| Miss Helen Gould said that she expected 
the Count and Countess Castellane to reach 
New York on the Lucania on Saturday.

Count Boni de Castellane and Anna Gould, 
the youngest daughter of Jay Gould, were 
married in New York City March 4, 1895. 
Miss Gould’s fortune at that time was esti- 
mated at $15,000,000, and $2,000,000 was set- 
tled on the Count outright to do as he pleased, 
with. The rest of the bride’s fortune was 
not entirely at her disposal, as much of it 
was invested so that it could not be sep- 
arated from the general estate except by 
consent of the other heirs. : 

Shortly after the Castellanes reached Paris 
the idea of building a palacé that would be 
a reproduction of the Grand Trianon of 
Louis XIV., with amplifications, was sug- 
gested. This alone was to use 68.000.000 
of the Gould fortunes. 

The yacht Valhalla, which cost Count 
Castellane $200,000 to buy, and considerabie 
more to run, was another extravagance,

HELEN GOULD’S LATEST GIFT. 


Contributes $150,000 Toward Building 
New Home for Seamen in Brook- 
Navy Yard. 


New York, Jan. 18.—-[Special.]—Miss Helen 
Gould’s latest benefaction is for the sailors 
of the United States navy stationed in 
Brooklyn. She has given another large sum, 
said to be $150,000, toward the building of a 
new home for the Seamen's Retreat, near 
the entrance to the navy yard. The Sea- 
men’s Retreat is conducted under the aus- 
pices of the Young Men's Christian associa- 
tion. It is one of the things that Rear Ad- 
miral Philip is especially isterested in. In 
the neighborhood of the navy yard are 
scores of low resorts, which entice the sail- 
ors. The Seamen's Retreat is to shelter, 
amuse, and protect them. ; 


TRY TO MOB ITALIAN PRISONER. 


Countrymen of Joseph Farconi, an Al- 
leged Faith Healer, Endeavor to 
Take Him from Constables. 

Joseph Farconi, alleged “faith healer,” 
@ad a narrow escape with his life yester- 
day. Had it not been for the protection 
of three constables he would have been 

mobbed. ‘a 

He had been arrested on a charge of ob- 
taining money under false pretenses, and 
while being taken to the court of Justice 
| Hoglund, a hundred or more Italians tried 
to take him from two constables. ; A woman 
threw a handful of mud at the prisoner, 
striking him in the back. This encouraged 
the men and they attempted to get at him 
despite the guards, It was with difficulty 
that Farconi was taken to Justice Hog- 
lund’s courtroom. 
When he arrived there the demonstra- 
tions of the Italians grew worse. There were 
cries of “ Kill him! Kill him!” and a rush 
was made for Fareoni. Chairs were thrown 
aside and one man struck Farconi, but the 
constables managed to keep him from the 
crowd. | 

The men were told that if they would leave 
the courtroom for a short time the prisoner 
would be given te the They retired and 
when they returned they found the con- 
stables had made a barricade, behind which 
the prisoner stood, while they were in front. 
There were loud threats, but no further at- 
tempts to use force. | 

Justice Hoglund postponed the case until 
Jan. 26.

I- Com- 
plaints against John A. Baker, the commis- 
sion broker who is charged with using the 
mails to further a scheme to defraud, con- 
tinue to reach Chief Postoffice Inspector 
Dice, From the tone of the letters, it is evi- 
dent Baker conducted the accounts of many 
persons, to whom he is accused of guaran-

Mr. Dice declared today the firm of Baker 
& Co., of which John A. Baker is the 
acknowledged head, had hundreds of intel- 
ligent patrons, whose losses, figured togeth- 
cr, would exceed $200,000. 2

RUSSIAN BATTLESHIP ASHORE. 


Poltava in a Dangerous Position Near 
Libau, on the Bal- 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 18.—The Russian 
bop clad Poltava, of 10,960 tons, is danger- 
ously ashore near Libau, on the Baltic. 


The Poltava was built at St. Petersburg 
in 1894. It is 307 feet 6 inches long and 69 
feet wide and has a depth of 26 feet. The 
indicated horse power is 11,255. The arma- 
ment consists of four 12-inch guns, twelve 


smaller guns. The vessel also has six tor- 
dedo tubes. 

The cost of the Poltava’s construction was 
$3,490,000.

MOUNT ALICE, near Potgieter’s Drift, 
Natal, Monday, Jan. 15.—The forward move- 
ment for the relief of Ladysmith began on 
Wednesday, Jan. 10, from Frere and Chie- 
veley. Lord Dundonald’s mounted brigade, 
with the Fifth Brigade, under General Hart, 
comprising the Dublins, the Connaughts, 
the Inniskillings, and the Border regiment, 
proceeded northwesterly to Springfield. The 
position had previously béen thoroughly 
reconnoitered, A few miles outside of 
Frere Lord Dundomald passed targets erect- 
ed by the Boers to represent a force ad- 
vancing in skirmishing order.

REN SBURG, Cape Colony, Wednesday, 
Jan. 17.—A patrol. composed of sixteen men 
of the New South Wales Lancers and South 
Australians, was ambushed yesterday by 
the Boers and overwhelmed after a severe 
fight. Two of the detachment escaped and 
have arrived in camp.

The seven sluice gates at 
Lockport have been ordered opened at the 
earliest possible moment.

River and citizens thronged bridges and 
banks to watch the flow.

OUTLINE OF ST. LOUIS CASE. 


Attorney General Crow May File His 
Brief—Ruling Expected on | 
Monday. 


Washing bon. D. C., Jan. 18.—[{Special.]— 
Attorney General Crow was today granted 
permission by the Supreme Court to file a 
brief of suggestion in support of his motion 
for leave to file a bill of complaint against 
the State of Illinois with a view to securing 
an injunction against the drainage canal. 


contention that the Supreme Court has 
original jurisdiction in causes of this char- 
acter. e refers to article 3, section 2, of 
the constitution, which declares: ‘“‘ The ju- 
dicial power of the United States shall be 
vested in one Supreme Court, whose pow- 
ers shall extend to controversies between 
two or more States and between a State and 
citizens of another.“ : 

Attorney General Crowe says the case 
which he wishes to bring before the court is 
ta controversy between two States and a 
State and the citizens of another State. In 
the case of Georgia vs Brailsford the Su- 
preme Court exercised the original jurisdic- 
tion secured by theéconstitution, with no 
other statutes to regulate it than the act of 
1879, and no question was then raised or 
doubt expressed as to the authority of the 
court. The equitable powers of the Supreme 
Céurt ate adequate to grant relief against 
a public nuisance where a State is a party 
to the suit. The defendants may contend 
the inhabitants of Chicago have a right to 
discharge sewage info this artificial channel 
—the drainage canal—because they had pre- 
viously emptied into the Chicago River and 
eventually into the Mississippi. But the 
answer to this is the right thus claimed like 
that which exists in adjoining mines upon 
different levels. From the necessity of the 
case every owner of a mine must admit to 
the inconvenience of having water of an ad- 
joining mine upon a higher level descend 
upon his mine, so long as it descends in the 
natural course of drainage; but that does 
not entitle one to throw upon his neighbor, 
in any unnatural and more objectionable 
manner, water which might descend in a 
modified form. | 

In the case at the bar the new channel is 
many times larger than the old canal, en- 
ters the Desplaines River at a different place, 
and causes the river to descend unnaturally 
and artificially into the Mississippi River 
in large quantities and in a much more pol- 
luted condition. - This the defendants have 
no right to do. The State of Missouri holds 
the absolute right to the unpolluted use of all 
navigable waters and the soil under them to 
the middle of the main channel, subject to 
any right which may have been surrendered 
to the federal government. It is not neces- 
sary to an action for a nuisance arising from 
the pollution of water to say the stream 
does not injure the water but improves it. 
It is the right of all persons to have the 
water come to them in its natural state, and 
they are to exercise their own tastes and 
judgment and are not obliged to have their 
property improved against their will. The 
action of the Sanitary District expressly vio- 
lates — rights & the State of Missouri and 
is Hlegal. 

An injunction will lie at the instance of 
this State torestraih. This case, therefore, 
presents the judicial question of whether 
one State can create and continue a nuisance 
in navigable waters forming a boundary be- 
tween it-and another State injured by such 
nuisance, which can only be determined by 
the Supreme Court. 

Chief Justice Fuller practically admitted 
today the court would announce on Monday 
whether or not the State of Missouri should 
be permitted to file its bill of complaint.

PIANO FACTORIES MAY RESUME. 


Three Small Concerns Said to Be Nego- 
tiating for a Settlement—Building 
Laborers’ New Scale. 


Negotiations for the settlement of the 
planomakers' strike are again under way 
and unless they are broken off by some un- 
foreseen circumstances three piano firms 
will open their shops and take their men 
back to work. The negotiations for the set- 
tlement of the strike are secret, and in 
opening negotiations with the union the 
firms doing so have violated the agreement 
between manufacturers. The names of the 
firms have not been announced. All of the 
firms are small ones, however, and the re- 
opening of their factories will have little 
effect upon the lockout. In the smaller 
factories the supply of pianos is now ex- 
hausted and the salesrooms as well as the 
shops are closed down. 

Five hundred pianomakers held a meeting 
at the headquart at 198 Madison street, 
and, according to the story told by Business 
Agent Dold, voted unanimously not to re- 
turn to work until the manufacturers 
‘agreed to recognize the union and pay the 
wages demanded. 


Builders Present New Scale. 

A new wage scale, to take effect fora year 
beginning March 1, has been submitted by 
the Building Laborers’ union to their em- 
ployers. The advance amounts to 40centsa 
day. 

Expect Trouble on Postoffice. 

The renewal of the strike of the granite- 
cutters in the Mount Waldo quarries may 
lead to fresh complications in Chicago labor 
circles in regard to the erection of the new 
Postoffice. At their meeting last night the 
stonecutters renewed their declaration that 
they would strive to have a strike upon the 
Postoffice called as soon as the first non- 
union cut stone was ready to be placed in 
position.

HISTORICAL CYCLOPEDIA OF ILLI- 
NOIS FULL OF INTEREST. 


It Is the Work of Dr. Newton Bateman 
and Paul Selby, and Contains ® 
Large Fund of Curious and Half- 
Forgotten Historical Matter Relat- 
ing to Early Illinois Life, ‘with 
Many Valuable Up-to-Date Bio 
graphical Sketches. | 


NUSUAL merit attaches to the 1 His- 
torical Encyclopedia of Illinois, ed- 
ited by Newton Bateman and Paul 
Selby, which has just been issued by 
the Munsell Publishing company of 

Chicago. It is a handsome morocco bound 
volume of 600 pages. The late Dr. Bateman 
was an educator of high standing, and Mr. 
Selby is equally well known as a veteran 
Illinois editor. The two in collaboration 
were able to cover quite completely the 
whole field of the present and past activities 
of the State. This has been done with com- 
mendable thoroughness and without any of 
the padding that is often resorted to in 
county or State histories. 

There are over 1,200 biographical sketches 
of persons who have been or still are prom} 
ment in Illinois. The biographies are terse 
and critical. They include those of pioneers, 
explorers, State officers, Congressmen, Sen- 
ators, other public officers, and professional 
and business men of prominence. There is 
always room to criticise the choice of names 


of the material presented cannot be denied. 
Besides the biographies there are brief 
sketches of all counties and of all cities or 
Villages exceeding 500 population. Then 
there are longer articles on many historic, 
educational, topographical, and other sub- 
jects. Upon the whole the work fully merits 


the dignity of its title. ! ‘ 


Without attempting a critical study of 
Gates and data, it may be of interest to 
glance at some curiosities in the early his- 
tory of Illinois. Thus the article on the 
-Alton Penitentiary carries one back to a 
Time when public offenders in this State 
were punished by flogging or by imprison- 
ment in jails rudely constructed of logs. 
In spite of the frequent escapes from these 
jails, the objections to any increase of taxa- 
tion prevented the adoption of a better pol- 
icy until 1827. Then Congress made a grant 
of 40,000 acres of saline lands, from the sales 
of which, aided by an appropriation from 
the Treasury, the State Penitentiary at 
Alton was finally erected. It received its 
first inmates in 1833. It was built of stone 
and had but twenty-eight cells. The man- 
agement was in the hands of a lessee, who 
furnished the supplies and had control of 

© products of the convict labor. The last 

onvicts were removed from Alton to Joliet 
in 1860. 

There is ag interesting article on ‘‘ Duels 
and Anti-Dueling Laws,“ in which the fa- 
mous encounter between James Shields and 
Abraham Lincoln figures prominently. The 
article on Education is exhaustive, 
reaching back to the ordinance of 1787. The 
work and political complexion of each of 
the General Assemblies in the history of the 
State are summarized in brief and conven- 
ient'form. Especial attention has been given 
to the pioneer railroads, to the early news- 
papers, and to a general history of the State. 
The fact is recalled that the whole region 
northwest of the Ohio River was called IIIi- 
nois County after its conquest by Colonel 
George Rogers Clark in 1778, and that it 
was a part of Virginia. 

One of the most interesting sketches 
in the volume is that relating to the 


part taken by Illinois abolitionists in 


the operation of the Underground Rail- 
road. Mr. Selby traces the more important 
routes followed by escaping slaves. ‘In gen- 
eral these started at stations on the Ohio 
and Mississippi Rivers and converged 
toward Chicago. One line came to this city 
from Chester via Sparta, Oakdale, Nash- 
ville, and Centralia. Other noted way sta- 
tions were Jacksonville, Quincy, Galesburg, 


and Princeton. The last named town was 
the home of Owen Lovejoy and of the Bry- | 


ants. 

Cairo also became an important transfer 
station for fugitives arriving by river, after 
the completion of the Hlinois Central rail- 
road, especially as it offered the speediest 
way of reaching Chicago, toward which 


nearly all the lines converged. It was here 
that the fugitives could be most safely dis- 
posed of by placing them upon vessels, ' 
which, without stopping at intermediate:

Judge Harvey B. Hurd of Chicago is quot- 


ed with reference to the thirteen fugitives’ 
who were one day put on board a vessel 
“under the eyes of the United States Mar- 
shal” by secreting them in a woodshed and 
having them take the places of colored 
stevedores, one at a time, and carrying wood 
on board the vessel. “‘ Thirteen was an un- 
lucky number in this instance—for the mas- 
ters. Mr. Hurd also tells of the famous 
trial of a fugitive. before Justice Kercheval 
in a room on the second floor of a two-story 
frame building in Clark street, wherein 
“the prisoner got mixed in with the audi- 
ence and passed down over the heads of 
those on the stairs, where the officers were 

unable to follow.“ $e.

An extraordinary fight for precedence at 
court is in progress at Brussels between the 
presiding officers of the Senate and of the 
Chamber of Deputies, and so acute is the 
conflict that King Leopold found it prudent 
to abandon the customary New Year re- 
ception of the dignitaries of the kingdom 
altogether. According to the terms of the 
Belgian constitution, and in deference to 
the democratic doctrines which predomi- 
nated in the construction of the national 
charter, the Chamber of Deputies was con- 
| ceded precedence over the Senate or Upper 
Chamber. Until a few months ago the 
President of the Senate was invariably a 
man advanced in years, and who had pre- 
viously held all sorts of high positions in the 
service of the crown, such as Premier and 
Minister of State, whereas the President of 
the Chamber of Deputies was invariably a 
much younger man of far less personal 
eminence. Thanks to this, and solely as a 
matter of courtesy, a8 well as of deference 
to years and to illustrious record, the Count 
de Merode, the Prince de Ligne, the Barons 
Selys-Longchamps, and T’Kint de Rooden- 
beke, when successively occupying the Pres- 
idency of the Senate, were acc rded the pas

Subsequently Princess Adelaide, cruelly 
disappointed, was induced to contract a 
more or less loveless marriage with the 
late Duke Frederick of Schleswig-Holstein.

Prussia and Austria on the other was un- 
dertaken by the two last named powers 
with the avowed purpose of placing him on 
the throne of the two Duchies of Schleswig- 
Holstein, which were his by right of in- 
heritance. "No+sooner, however, had the al- 
lied forces succeeded in wresting the duch- 
les from the King of Denmark than the late 
Prince Bismarck cynically announced that 
the victors would retain the duchies for 
themselves on the ground that it would be 
downright wicked to subject an intelligent 
people to the rule of so thorough an imbecile 
as he publicly pronounced the Duke to be. 
So here again the unfortunate niece of Queen 
Victoria was disappointed in her expecta- 
tions of occupying a European throne, 
which may be looked upon as the more or 
less legitimate ambition of every Princess of 


Her husband’s character was naturally 
soured by the treatment which he had re- 
ceived at the hands of Prussia, and this, 
taken in conjunction with financial embar- 
rassments and other troubles, did not serve 
to render the life of the Duchess a happy one. 
In fact, her mind ended by becoming un- 
balanced, and since becoming a widow a con- 
siderable portion of her existence at any rate 
has been passed under restraint in sanita- 
riums at Graz, and especially at Doebling, 
near Vienna, that celebrated private insane 
asylum where the widowed Czarina’s sister, 
the Duchess of Brunswick and of Cumber- 
land, has likewise been confined, and where 
nearly every patient belongs either to one 
of the reigning houses of Europe or else to 
the most illustrious of noble families. 

In between times the Dowager Duchess

Feodora, at Dresden, 
where they have been living together in the 
most quiet and unobstrusive fashion, with- 
out any pomp or fuss, occupying, not a pal- 
ace but a mere villa, and only rarely appear- 
ing at.court on the occasion of grand cere- 
monies.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 18. Henry K. 
Carroll, special commissioner for the United 
States to Porto Rico, under appointment by 
the President to investigate the civil, in- 
dustrial, financial, and social conditions of 
the island, has made his report. 

The report states that Porto Rico has an 
area estimated from 3,150 to 3,860 square 
miles. The climate is tropical, but not tor- 
rid. The thermometer rarely rises to 100°, 
the highest monthly average on record in 
nine years in San Juan being 86°. The 
mountains are generally covered, with 
verdure, and even the peaks are gardens of 
the husbandman. The death rate is mod- 
erate. Yellow fever is now indigenous, but 
smallpox sometimes becomes epidemic, 

The health bill of Porto Rico, however, will 
compare favorably with that of countries 
in the temperate zone. 


Population Less than a Million. 

The population in 1897 numbered 890,820, 
exclusive of the Spanish military then oc- 
cupying the island and the penal popula- 
tion. 
A comparison of the census of 1887 and 
1897 shows that the colored race is decreas- 
ing, the whites nw numbering 64 per cent 
of the whole. The Catholic was the state 
religion, and at the time of the American 
occupation, there were only two churches 
of any other faith in the island. There was 
one Protestant Episcopal Church in Ponce 
and another at Isabel II., in the Island of 
Vieques. The public charities are few and 
poorly supported. Crime is not excessive. 


Natives Clever and Intelligent. 


The Porto-Ricans, the report says, are a 
kindly, hospitable, polite people, sociable, 
and always ready to do Americans a friendly 
service. 

eOne of the greatest needs of the island, 
it is said, is good roads. This is of the 
highest importance, and affects all human 
interests—social, educational, industrial, 
commercial, and political. 

The common estimate of Porto-Ricans is 
that only one-tenth of the cultivable lands 
are in actual cultivation at any one time. 
The soil of the plains and valleys is gen- 
erally rich and has borne crops for genera- 
tions without the use of fertilizers, . 


Valuable Crops Raised. ~ 


The crops most generally raised are, in the 
order of aréas occupled in 1896: 

Coffee, 121,176 acres; cane, 60,884 acres; 
tobacco, 4,222 acres. 

Coffee cannot be raised without shade, as 
in Brazil. The coffee bushes need five years 
for full development, under the shade of 
banana or other trees, ahd continue bearing 
twenty-five and even to fifty years. Ban- 
anas give both shade and fruit the first year. 
Coffee farms are exempt from taxes for the 
first five years. The grades of coffee are 
among the finest. The fruits of the island 
are such as are common to tropical coun- 
tries. The raising of cattle is an important 
and lucrative industry. 

The daily wages of the common field la- 
borer range from 35 to 50 cents, native 
money. Women are rarely seen in the fields. 
The people are industrious. 


What Commissioner Recommends.
